TO.Nir.Hf'S MEETING. 

The .Mock Parliament will meet for 
the second time. In the Union, this 
evening at eight o'clock. It will open 
sharply at eight o'clock so that the 
bill can be discussed and the parlia- 
ment adjourned at an early hour so 
that it will be necessary for everyone 
to be on hand at an early hour. There 
will be no formalities in connection 
with the opening as was the case at 
the first meeting and the members 
will pet down to business immediately. 

The bills to come up for discussion 
this evening deal especially with labor 
questions and there are bound to be 
some lively debates. The Progressive 
party has a labor programme that is 
not at all to the liking ot their op- 
ponents, the Constitutionalists, and it 
will not be easily put through the 
House. Outside of the fact that the 
debates will be good, the parliament 
wll lbe interesting because of the fact 
that the questions to be discussed are 
Important ones to the country in gene- 
ral at the present, time. 

An innovation at the meeting to- 
night will' he cross-bombs for the use 
of Independent members. These are 
being installed so that the studenta 
may be able to give an intelligent vote 
on the questions at Issue and not 
merely vote with the party to' which 
they are affiliated. Both of the par- 
ties wish to impross.upon their sup- 
porters that they ara to vote accord- 
ing to their opinions "of the vainc of 
the measures and not because the 
bills receive the support of tho lead- 
ers of the parties. 

It has also been arranged that the 
seatB for the spectators will be ar 
ranged so that they may hear the de 
bates clearly. There will also ho 
sufficient shaira to accommodate any 
number that may wish to attend the 
meeting. 

To the men who have already made 
engagements, for this evening it may 
he mentioned tha the parliament will 
open at an early hour and should be 
concluded soon enough to allow them

THE PROGRESSITES. 

To-night is to be held the second 
sitting of tbo Mock Parliament. Tho 
Progressives not having been ousted 
from power since the opening of the 
seealon will continue the government 
of the country. A very important 
measure is to be laid before the 
House. Giving special attention as 
they do to the industrial unrest rife In 
the community at large at the present 
time, the government have deemed 'it 
advisable to introduce a Bill, which 
alms to remedy the very roots of the 
evil. This bill in entitled "An Act to 
aid in tbe furtherance of a system of 
national insuranco for workers against 
sickness, accident, disability and un- 
employment." 

Tbe opposition; will say that by 
workera we mean manual laborers. 
As usual they have jumped to an In- 
correct conclusion. The "workers" 
as the term Is used In the Bill includes 
anyone receiving a remuneration utt» 
der »1,<00 (fourteen hundred dollars) 
a year, or 1117 (one hundred and 
seventeen) dollars a month. These 
persona will "be insured against sick, 
ness, accident, disability and unem- 
ployment. This- Insurance is b yno 
means an unemployment dole— how- 
ever much tbe Constitutionals may at- 
tempt to stamp It as such. The bene- 
fits are to be paid out of a fund to be 
established by means of contributions 
from the employees, the employers 
and by a speclaj grant from parlia- 
ment to equal one third of the total 
contributions. It should be noted that 
the employees' contribute double the 
amount of the employers under tbe 
scheme. 

The provision for the execution of 
the Act will entail a Federal Insur- 
ance Commission appointed by Par- 
liament with local Boards of Commis- 
sioners run In conjunction with the 
Labor Bureaux, and where this does 
not prove feasible the Act may/be ad- 
ministered by Bonefit Societies or 
other local organizations approved by 
the Central Board." Other provisions 
are included in the Act for refunds, 
penalties for non-compliance, etc. 

An Act very similar to this bas been 
In operation in England during the 
past nine years, and is finding greater 
favor all the time with those concern- 
ed, even though' it waa opposed' with 
great bitterness while passing; through 
Parliament. According to many au- 
thorities a measure stayh as this is a. 
powerful antidote to any Bolshevistic 
vaporings, at the same time that it 
removeB four great sources of discon- 
tent the fear of sickness, accident, dis- 
ability and unemployment, it gives the 
persona concerned a larger Interest la 
the maintalnence o fan orderly state. 

The support of all la urged. The 
Governmetn Is trying to stabilize the 
country. Tho great thing to remem- 
ber about thi sbill la that it la hot 
merely to benefit -manual laborers but 
it may equally apply to University 
professors.

At oen lime every member of the 
various reigning houses in Germany 
hart the privilege of being exempt from 
taxation and postage. The revolution 
has done away with this privilege. All 
tho. princes arc obliged to pay taxes 
and to affix stamps upon their Jettera 
like every other citizen. The govern, 
ment has now submlttrd a hill provid- 
ing that the Imperial and state 
authorities are also obliged to pay 
postage. Until now they "had been 
exempt from this obligation. The Post 
Ministry has already ordered new 
atamps to be printed intended soiely 
for the uso of the authorities. They 
bear tbe Imprint "RelchBdlenstmarke" 
(stamp for Imperial service), and the 
stamps for the federal states the im- 
print "Dienstmurko" (service stamp).

H'OBLD'S OLDEST WATCH. • 

The~glory of'' being the oldest watch 
in the world has-been claimed 'by a 
timepiece in Nuremberg. The' watch 
baa just come to light in the Germon" 
city, and dates -from the beginning af 
the sixtconth century- It is hardly 
recognizable under that name nowa- 
days, ; as In form it Is more like a 
small clock. It has iron works which 
are driven by an Iron mainspring, and 
there is also another auxiliary sprinr 
made of pig's bristle. These early 
"watches" needed to be wound -rather 
frequently, as there was no device to 
compensate for tho weakening of the 
action of tho mainspring as it ran 
down. It was not until the middle of 
the sixteenth century that the fusee, 
which can be seen in old English 
clocks, was. Invented. This consisted 
of a spiral drum with a piece of catgut 
wound on It. It need hardly be said 
that hteso Nuremberg watches were 
a trifle, too largo to be conveniently 
carried In the pocket, so htey were 
worn affixed to a strap suspended 
from the girdle. They, were beauti- 
fully engraved on the outside, and of 
course did not possess a second hand.

.Vow let us consider the life of the 
men. who though employed hy the 
Hudson Bay Company, were not 'to be 
found within tho factories, but out in 
the open, waging- a ceaseless war, not 
only against tho moet harmless typos 
of creatures, such as the moose and 
the beaver, but' also against the wolf, 
wolverine, etc., types otf nature'n moot 
destructive agents. They also had to 
contemd against the Jealousy and tho 
treachery or tho Indians, whitrti was 
locked upon is 'being' a"gTea'ter dan- 
ger. 

Beautiful as a dream is the silent 
world of forest, prairie and mountain, 
where the trapper moves with noise- 
less stealth. Here,' tho crack of his 
rifle and the snap of the cruel steel 
Jxws of the trap seem to be the only 
agents ot discortl to the harmony of 
this district. Bu* such a world is only 
a dream. The reality Is da cruei as 
death. Of all the creatures that pray, 
man is the mos-t merciful. 

We c hardly* conceive of the typo 
of animal tho trapper had to face, for 
tho animals one see today, have been 
tamed considerably by the influence of 
man, through such'm^'dJumB, as olrcus- 
es,- enclosures, etc'., or even by convert- 
ing the forest lands Into agricultural 
districts. The trapper moreover, studied 
the animal life -where there was no 
artiflcal means of restraining tho ani- 
mals from attacking him, with the ©x- 
copti-> of his rifle. 

In this wild and expansive territory, 
one of the first laws of nature, tha.'. the 
trapper noticed' was that all the anl- 1 
mala lived by preying on tho smaller 
and weaker types. 'Thus, the mink 
preys on the birds; the lynls on the 
muik: the wolf on the lynx: and the 
bear on all creatures smaller than him 
solf. But the vision of raveling des- 
truction, did not lead the trapper to 
morbid conclusions of life: as it oftwn 
does to those who have been aoeas- 
tomed to city life 

The trapper lived in a world, where 
to be weak, stupid, dull, slow, simple or 
rash were tho unpardonable crimes; 
where the weak, had to grow strong; 
keen in eyesight and heaning. and in- 
stinctively sharp swift, wise and yet 
cautious; where In a -word, the weak 
were compelled to grow fit to survive 
or el s e per i sh. 

The trapper is hot è destructive 
agent, however. He is very careful in 
hie choice of prey. He paid special at- 
tention in directing his warfare against 
such animals as the grisly, coyote, 
wolverine, etc, types of creatures -which 
preyed and destroyed ' the mows valu- 
able spectee of fur bearing animals. 
Thus thoy made It possible tor the 
mountain goat, the moose, and many 
other forms, to increase in .numbers far

The historian 
relates how Aertpplna, mother of the 
future Emperor Nero, coveted the 
gardens of A. Statillue Taurus, who 
had been Consul a few years earlier 
and Governor of Africa, and how she 
improvised an accusation against him 
through o certain Tarquttlus Prlsous 
of practising Illegal . mystic rites. 
Statlllua TauruB anticipated his thiol, 
and now, nearly nineteen certurtes 
later, an accidental landslip on the rail- 
way bos led to the. elucidation of this 
forgotten. episode. of Roman history.

HOUSIVG SUMS FOB QUEBEC. 

In a discussion In tbo Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Quebec 
on the bousing question, the Hon. Wal- 
ter Mitchell, provincial treasurer, 
stated that the government had grant- 
ed $600,000 to the city of Sherbrooke, 
and $150,000 to St. Anne de Bellevue 
under the Workmen's Housing Act of 
last session. Muncipalities bad asked 
I for a total of $8,100,000 by by-law and 
an additional $4.730,000 by simple re- 
solutions of the councils. Tbe city of 
Montreal had made ho request. The 
city of Quebec had asked for $3.000,- 
000, Hull for $1,000,000, Three Rivers 
for $1,000,000, Montreal Kast. for $500,- 
000, St Lambert for $600,000, Montreal 
South for $500,000,- Lachino for $750,- 
000, and ' Verdun for $600,000. Tbe 
city of Wcstmoiint had asked, for an 
amount but did not specify tho figure,
